The Law ol A r real.
Tha police force unknowingly often

violate the law in making arrests. Each
polieeman is furnished with a manual,
and in that manual his daiies and tbe
law of arrest are clearly and explicitly
laid down. Tbe law of arrest node:' tho
Code of Tennessee is as follows:

An arrest may be made either, first,
by un officer under a warrant; second,
by an officer without a warrant; third,

by a private person. An odcer may

arrest a person, without a warrant, fir a
public offense or a breach of tie peace

committed in bis presence. It the mis-

demeanor is not committed ia his pres-

ence be has no legal right to make an

arrest witbout a warrant. The warrant
must tc issued by a proper magistrate,
specify th? name of the defendant if

known, and should also state the client e

either by name or so that it can be clearly
inferred, etc.

An officer can make an arrest without
a warrant when a person has committed

a felony, though not in his presence, or
when a felony has been in fact commit-

ted and be has reasonable causo for be-

lieving tbe person arrested to have com-

mitted it. When arresting a perron tbe

olncer snail let irm him ot nis authority
and the cause cf the arrest and exhibit
his warrant if tie have one, except when
be is in lh- - actual commission of the
offense or is pursued immediately after

an escape.
An oilioer may bre open an ouler

or innrr door or win l'iw of a dwelling- -

houte to make an arre if after notice
of his offic, authority and purpose he is

refused admission.
If after notice of the intention to

arrest tbe defendant, lie either flee or
orcibly isist, the oftlier may use.... - - . .

all tne try to euci
the arrest. Officers muit b very

cautious in making arrests for fel-

onies without a warrant, for if it after

wards appear that no felony has been

committed, thair sole defense rests on

tbe reasonableness ot the suspicions
thai led to their making the arreBt,

Many officers labor under the mistake

that tbey have a right to shoot and kill

an escaping prisoner, or one who rca;sts

the arrest, wheu such person is guilty c

a misdemeanor.

Thj charter ia not yet two
years old, and yet there ure ci.il i heard
for changes in that instrumetit. It is
proposed to reducs tho number of Gen-

eral Councilmen from thiity to fifteen.
or five Aldermen and ten Councilmen.
This would give ona Councilman to each
ward and one Alderman to every two
wards. It is aho proposed to pay
the Aldermen and Councdrntn a
salary, say three or five hundred
dollars per annum, each. At the
latter figure, for fifteen City Fathers
the city expensu would bo increased
by $7500 per annum. Previous to the
new charter the City Fathers received
$240 per annum, and there was no lack
of candidates for office. Und:r tbo new
charter "no pay" was allowed, and yet a
better at least as good and ablo a lot of
Aldermen and Councilmen was elected
from amid the multitude of candidates
who offered themselves for t!,e suffrages
of their ward fillow c'tiz .ns. Under
the "no pay" charter good men can
always be fouud in each ward to eerva as
City Faihrs. It becomes then an ctTica

of honor, not of proGr. Give ua the
men who prefer the honor to tha profit,
and who will serve their fellow-citizsn- .i
